Before last fall’s election there was a systematic effort mads 
on the part of quite a strong element of temperance republicans 
to defeat Mr. Davis on the ground that as a Mayor of Cleveland he 
had catered to the liquor element, and feared he would do like­ 
wise as Governor, if elected. 
Doubtless he lost many votes on this account, but still wa3 
elected by a tremendous majority, the wind then having swirled 
completely anti-democratic the nation over. 
Now then, as the new Governor of Ohio, the temperance 
people of the state are vitally interested to know what is going to 
be his position on this vital question of the enforcement of the 
law against the liquor interests, and we are glad to say that in 
his inaugural address on Monday he gave the most positive as­ 
surance of determination for such enforcement. 
This is 
very 
gratifying. 
In fact, Governor Davis goes at greater length to give his 
♦dews on this subject than on any other, and even recommends 
lurther legislation to still better enforce prohibition. We can do 
no better than to call special attention to what he says on this 
subject, as follows: 
“There now is no longer a wet-and-dry problem, for the 
citizens have spoken. They have disposed definitely of that ques­ 
tion 
It now is the duty of all public officials strictly to carry 
out the public mandate by an iron-handed policy in the enforce­ 
ment of all laws. 
“A year ago the Eighty-third General Assembly enacted 
House Bill No. 620, commonly called the Crabbe aet, designed to 
prohibit the liquor traffic and to provide for the administration 
and enforcement of such prohibition. 
This measure was sub­ 
mitted to a referendum of the voters last November, was approved 
by the voters and is now the law. 
“This measure leaves the m atter of enforcement entirely to 
officials in the various communities. 
I am forced to the con­ 
clusion that, because of this localization of enforcement, the most 
effective results are not to be obtained under the law’ as it now’ 
stands. It is certain to lead to a kind of enforcement that will 
vary’ in degree and effectiveness in different localities. 
“With the will of the public with reference to the traffic ex­ 
pressed at the polls, the state government now is looked to for
